In  the  note  of  the  Soviet  government  dated  January  4  it  is 
stated  that,  " the  consistent  de/e’icpment  of  this  argument,  will 
inevitably  result  in  the  compete  negation  both  of  the  idea  of 
non-aggression  pacts  and  those  contained  in  the  Kellog-Briand 
pact,"  and  that  "the  Japanese  Government  evidently  believes  that 
the  conclusion  of  non-aggression  agreements  is  uortinent  only 
between  the  two  states  which  hive  no  controversies. "  To  refute 
this  idea  uhe  Japanese  government  can  only  insist  unon  the  Soviet 
Government's  thorough  delib  ration  of  she  statement  contained 
--*•  the  verbal  note-  cf  the  Japanese  Government  which  reads:  "To 
su:.i  up.  the  formal  beginning  cf  the  negotiations  between  the 
two  governments  in  tr.is  case  seems  to  be  untimely,"  and  "it 
wiil  be  preferable  to  try  and  achieve  the  solution  of  various 
problems  facing  both  nations:  as  to  the  negotiations  mentioned 
abo/e,  it  will  be  better  to  wait  for  a  while  and  take  time  until 
che  proper  conditions  are  created,"
